BOONVILLE, Mo., July 16.-— 
Fourteen more Ford automobiles 
with mutilated motor numbers, most 
of which had come from St. Louls, 
were discovered yesterday in an ;ll- 
Sunday ‘hunt through Cooper, Moni- 
teau and Pettis counties. This brings 
the total to 41 machines uncover?d 
in the search for automobiles, pre- 
sumably stvlen in St. Louis and 


shrewdly planted out here in the 
midst of a prosperous 
region, 200 miles away. 

Detectives Thomas J. Sullivan aid 
Nicholas J. Kube of the St. Louis 
Police Department arrived last night 
and will start back this afternoon 
with three men taken into custody 
here in connection with the develop- 
ments. The three are Louis Schilb, 
who admits having acted as midile- 
man on 14 St. Louis machines, and 
William . Knorp, a farmer, who 
bought a St. Louis Ford coupe from 
a stranger for $50, both of Pratrie 
flome, and John Jones of Boonville, 
who handled one machine. Both 
Schilb and Jones are on parole un- 
der previous offenses. All three are 
in the twenties. 

Other Arrests Expected. hs 

These men have been in jail here 
but no formal charge has  be2n 
placed against them. The police will 
be ready, possibly tomorrow, to de- 
cide how they will proceed. Other 
arrests will be made both here and 
elsewhere. 

St. Louis detectives and insurance 
investigators regard this as the larxg- 
est nest of stolen machines which 
has been reported in the Mid:lie 
West. Bankers, garage men, a wom- 
an, merchants, insurance men, 
farmers and a son of the Sheriff of 
Cooper County regretfully have 
turned over vehicles on which have 
fallen the shadow of suspicion. 

As exclusively. told in previous 
editions of the Post-Dispatch, ihe 
history of these machines is heing 
slowly but surely traced by “men 
who make such work their profes- 
sion. Pending final identification, all 
are being brought in, ticketed and 
stored in the brick garage of Frank 
Brickey, Boonville Ford agent, who 
started this inquiry. 

Found in Sevcral Communities. 

Up to the present ten of these 
machines have been taken from pur- 
chasers in and near Bunceton, eight 
in Boonville, six in Prairie Home, 
four in Jamestown and other small- 
er groups from scattering commu- 
nities. 

So many suspicious looking 
machines have been found that 
wherever the officers stop now they 
become a target for the apprehen- 
sive glances of all automobilists in 
the vicinity. Detective Norris of St. 
Louis and Sheriff Hull did the field 
work Sunday while Detective Ser- 
geant Ising of St. Louis, T. J. Sulli- 
van and Fred Judge, investigators of 
the Automobile Protection Co. and 
Information Bureau of Chicago, and 
R. Taylor, St. Louis insurance ad- 
juster, assisted by Briskey, traced 
histories of confiscated machines. 

The Sheriff permitted the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent to go on the 
raid.- which started at 8:30 o’clock 
in the morning and lasted until after 
midnight, more than 100 miles of 
road being covered and about 450 
machines being examined. Most of 
these were found at a countryside 
baseball game at Bunceton. 


One Found at a Church. 


On the way to Bunceton a num- 
ber of automobiles were observed in 
the yard of a little church at Bil- 
lingsville, a few miles south of 
Roonville. Sunday school was in 
progress and while the strains of a 
hymn floated out the open windows, 


the party stopped, lifted the hood of 
a Ford coupe, cleaned off and scrut- 
inized the motor number and discov- 
ered strong indications of tampering. 
A crowd of men and boys about the 
church door had drifted over. One 
said that the machine belonged to 
John Schubert, merchant of Speed. 
a nearby hamlet. He was inside 
teaching a class, but was called out 
to learn his misfortune. He had 
traded his old machine and $325 for 
this one, but agreed to bring it in 
for investigation.

EFFECTIVE IN THE RURAL

GEDDES FINDS 


British Ambassador Reports Law Not Thor- 
oughly Enforced at Eastern Seabord and 
Along the Canadian Border. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 16.—The Govern- 


ment today published an official pa- 
per embodying a memorandum by 
Sir Auckland Geddes, the Ambassa- 
aor at Washington, on the effects of 


prohibition in the United States. 
Stating the claims made in America 
of economic benefits, increased 
wages, heavier savings bank depos- 
its, etc., the memorandum says: 

“So many other factors have con- 
tributed to restore economic condi- 
tions since the war that it is almvust 
impossible to form any estimate of 
the extent to which prohibition has 
contributed to this recovery or other- 
wise.” 

Sir Auckland says prohibition on 
the whole has been effective in the 
rural districts and in the_ smaller 
towns throughout the country, but 
has been less effective on the East- 


ern seaboard and in the vicinity of 
the Great Lakes, where powerful or- 
ganizations of liquor Smugglers have 
succeeded in effecting a regular 
traffic in imported !ntoxicants. 

Large quantities of home-made 
liquor also have been brewed, the 
memorandum set forth, but it has 
proved to be poisonous in many 
cases and the practice is reported 
to be on the decrease. 

Referring to economic effects, the 
memorandum says that since the! 
adoption of prohibition a marked 
increase, which is computed at 40 
per cent, has taken place in the 
amount of savings bank deposits. 

The supporters of prohibition in 
the United States, it adds, claim -hat 
the average wage earner now has 
considerably more money to spend 
on the education of his children. on

Judge Landwehr Allows $35.000

Fees amounting to $25,000 were 
allowed by Circuit Judge Landwehr 
teday to the lawyers employed to 
represent State Finance Commis- 
sioner Millspaugh in the recent re- 
ceivership litigation of the United 
Home rBuilders of America, a hous- 
ing trust.

FAIRBANKS. Alaska, July 16.— 
President Frarding and his Cabinet 
advisers now have in mind formation 
of an Alaskan bureau to co-ordinate 


‘the scattered ana overlapping gov- 


ernmental functions relating <o the 
territory. It is believed this would 
meet the wishes of the Alaskans, who 
assign the long-range adminis*ration 
as one of the reasons for lacx cf 
rrogress. Under the present -ondl- 
t.ons it is impossible for action to be 
tuken in many important matters 
without a reference to Washington. 
Resultant disheartening delays ccn- 
tribute to the dissatisfied state of 
mind noted in the territory. 

The plan hefore the President in- 
volves the clothing of an _ assistant 
secretary of the Cabinet with certain 
powers, and perhaps the naming of 
a governor and putting him at the 
head of an organization of resident 
officials. He would constitut» the 
connecting link with Washington. 
Adoption of the plan wou'td be on 
congressional approval of necessary 
changes in the organic act. 

No Progrum Drafted as Yet. 

Only in a general way, nowever, 
has the scheme been worked out and 
later observations may change it 
completely. The President urd Cabi- 
net officials who are with him are 
utterly at sea as to what sort of a 
report he shall make on his return 
tc the States. They realize that the 
rress-agenting of the tecur has 
aroused the hope of an _  -+«xecutive 
program for the development cf 
Alaskan resources. No such program 
has been furwarded and it 1s dout- 
ful whether any can be. The cun- 
viction is constantly being borne in 
on the whole party that Alaskan 
problems are similar to thuse of any 
other undeveioped region and carnet 
be solved by waving a magician’s 
wand. Quick growth would come 
only by permitting exploitation cf 
the national domain by interests 
seeking a high speculative thrift. The 
President, apparently, is nct cn- 
vinced of the wisdom of this course, 
which would meet the bitter opposi- 
ticn of conservationists. 

The President, in recent speeches, 
has paved the way for “‘letting 
down” Alaskans, who expect imme- 
diate beneficial results from his jun- 
ket. He said at Anchorage and 
Nenana that Alaskans could do more 
by their own efforts than the. Gov- 
ernment could do for them. 

Echoes of the claim of Guggen- 
heim control of the territory have 
reached the President's ears. The 
story was brought to him at Seward 
that the malign influence of the Gug- 
genheims caused Anchorage rather 
than that city to be made the head- 
quarters of the new Government rail- 
road. The Guggenheim interests, 


which own the Copper River Rail- 
road and the Alaska Steamship Co.,/ 


are said to be endeavoring to dis- 
credit Government operation. It is 
asserted that location of the head- 


quarters at Anchorage, at the head of 


Cook Inlet, and the establishment of 
the Government dock there gives

FIRE 500 SHOTS A MINUTE, 


MANUFACTURED BY U. 5. 


Five New Types of Weapons Now Being De- 
veloped—Recent Tests Reveal Planes Will Be 
Chief Defense Against Hostile Aircraft. 


By the Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—While 
post-war development of anti-air- 
craft weapons has been satisfactory, 
in the opinion of American military 
experts, recent game-board experi- 
ence at the Army War College served 
to stress sharply the fact that air- 
planes themselves wil! in future form 
the chief defense against, hostile air- 
craft. 

In the course of the war 
played at the college here as 
eoncluding work of the class 
graduated, a combined army and 
navy defense problem was set, in 
which a “hostile’’ fleet made a sur- 
prise attack upon the entrance to 
Delaware Bay for the purpose «f 
landing an “enemy” military force 
of 100,000 men. When the word of 
the impending fleet attack reached 
the “‘blue,” or defending command- 
er, his forces were so disposed that 
he was compelled to rely an aircraft 
to repel the attempted landing, and 
rushed a theoretical fleet of bomb- 
ers to the ecene. The ‘‘blue” air- 
craft resources were not sufficient to 
provide also an adequate ficet of 
combat planes to accompany and 
protect the bombers in their mission 
against the “enemy” fleet. 

The “enemy’ naval command, 
however, had anticipated an aircraft 
defense and came in with all avail- 
able combat planes crowded upon 
the navy airplane carriers to be sent 
out on the approach to shore and 
beat off the defending bombers. 

No Test of Land Defenses. 

War college umpires, after careful 
consideration of all elements in the 
game at this stage, were compeliea 
tc award victory to the “enemy” air 
squadrons. It was held that the 
bombers would certainly have been 
brought down or driven off by the 
naval and land engagements. The 
“enemy” combat planes and the um- 
pires ruled that the “enemy” landing 
had been accomplished. 

This result, while it conformed 
with expectations of army officers 
who have studied out probabilities 
of future war game, however, was 
not of a nature to serve as any test 
of the various types of land de- 
fenses against aircraft developed 
since the war to supplement fighting 
air squadrons in protection of cities 
or camps against hostile bombers. 

As a supplement to these new 
weapons the experts are working 
out a system of indirect aiming for 
all of them, experiments having 
shown that central station control 
firing is greatly superior to the old 
wartime systems. Two types of cen- 
tral stations are under development, 
either of ‘which will obviate the 
necessity for altimeter stations and 
baseline readings and materially 
speed up aiming and firing, although 
requiring less personnel in opera- 
tion than the old control methods, 
Searchlight’s Range 6000 Yards. 

The new anti-aircraft searchlight 
is of the “dish-pan” type, sixty 
inches in diameter. Its effective il- 
lumination range is from 65000 to 
6000 yards, but the light it gives 
is so intense that in clear weather 
it would be possible to read news- 
paper print at a distance of 20 miles. 

The new light is designed to throw 
so wide a beam at high elevations 
that airplanes could be held in its 
light long enough to permit accu- 
rate training of anti-aircraft bat- 
teries at night. At a range of 6000 
yards, the beam varies in width from 
600 to 1800 feet, depending on 
weather conditions. A plane trav- 
eling at a rate of 100 miles an hour 
gait would require almost 12 sec- 
onds to pass through this illumi-

During that period the central sta- 
tion control systems, experts say, 
would permit accurate determina- 
tion of the speed, altitude and direc- 
tion of flight for close training of 
the batteries below. 

It will be seen from the charac- 
teristics of the anti-aircraft guns 
that the object sought is to drive 
raiding airplanes high into the air, 
thus minimizing the possibilities of 
accurate bomb dropping. The four 
guns described provide for barrage 
work in four different levels, which 
are expected to make the air unten- 
able for bombing planes up to 20,000 
feet and dangerous up to 40,000, 
which’ is almost the altitude record 
for aircraft. Heavy laden bomb- 
ers, however, cannot be expected to 
get above a few thousand feet and 
the anti-aircraft experts believe the 
plans they have matured would af- 
ford a very definite check to bomb- 
ing operations, even without the sup- 
port of combat planes to drive off 
the raiders. 

A recent War Department mem- 
orandum described five new types 
of anti-aircraft guns now in process 
of development, and also a new 
searchlight of enormous power to 
be used for the same purpose. The 
first of the new guns is the 50- 
caliber machine gun, with a hori- 
zontal range of about 27,000 feet 
and a straight-up range of 9000 to 
and a rate of fire of 
about 600 shots a minute. Fire con- 
trol is maintained with this gun 
through new tracer ammunition vis- 
ible night or day up to 2500 yards. 

The 60-caliber gun is tinder man- 
ufacture for issue as a substitute for 
the 30-caliber weapon now used.

The third new gun in the group 
is a three-inch weapon on a mo- 
bile mount, with a rate of fire of 45 
shots a minute effective at altitudes 
up to 21,000 feet, and with full 360- 
degree traverse to enable the gun- 
ner to follow his target in any direc- 
tion. It can be fired at an elevation 
of 80 degrees and has a horizontal 
range of more than 38,000 feet, with 
projectiles weighing 15 pounds and 
containing a heavy bursting charge. 
Guns and mounts of this type are 
now under test at army proving 
grounds. 

Gun No. 4 in the anti-aircraft list 
is the 4.7-inch, firing a 45-pound 
shell to an effective altitude of 45,- 
000 feet. Its horizontal range is 27,- 
000 yards. It is to be mounted on a 
mobile carriage with full traverse 
and equipped for power-loading and 
with an automatic breech block to 
speed up firing. This gun also can 
be fired at an elevation of 80 de- 
grees, or within 10 degrees of 
straight over the gunner’s pad.

Only by these 
qualities can the world be saved 
from fresh disasters.’’ 


nomics, who declared this was the 
chief conclusion to be drawn from 
an analysis of Germany’s capacity to 
pay, which has just been completed 
by the institute. 

“The total that may in the long 
run be paid,” Moulton added, “de- 
pends upon the state of European 
trade and industry—in other words, 
upon factors over which Germany 
has relatively little dfrect control.” 

Characterizing Germany's present 
economic condition as “extremely 
grave,’ Moulton said that since that 
nation’s gold supply “is not suffi- 
efent to met her obligations for 
more than a few months, and her 
paper is not acceptable to the Rep- 
arations Commission, she can pay for 
her imports only with the proceeds 
from exports.” 

“It must be emphasized,” he con- 
tinued, “that Germany cannot possi. 
bly utilize all these proceeds from 
her exports in meeting reparation 
obligations. This is because she must 
have imports of raw materials and 
foodstuffs if her economic syetem 
is not to. break down completely 
and she can pay for these only with 
exports.”

New arrivals 
are forced to live in crowded rooms 
at excessive prices.”’ 

Housing Shortage. 

The Society for Organized Charity 
in Philadelphia reported: 

“Housing shortage here makes the 
condition of the unskilled negro 
worker serious, living as they do in 
crowded quarters that menace 
health. Sixteen of these people were 
recently found living in one room. 
A recent canvass by the housing as- 
sociation covering 61,135 housed, 
showed only 66 for rent at prices 
below $50 a month and few if any of 
these are available for negroes.” 

Some Mexican labor is finding its 
way to the steel mills, but the Mexi- 
can authorities are enforcing de- 
mands that these workers be assured 
transportation back to their homes 
so that their employment is regard- 
ed by many plant executives as

Half of Children in Russia 


Cannot Get Into First Grade 
School, Soviet Official Admits 


Whole Country.Has Only 23,000 Public Schools 
and 48,000 Teachers—Worst Communist 
Failure Said to Be in Education. 


Mr. Spewack was for more than a 
year staff correspondent of the New 
York World and Post-Dispatch in 


Russia, with headquarters at Moscow, 


the Soviet capital. Born in Ryssia. 
and with a thorough newspaper frain- 
ing in the United States, his quali- 
fications were unsurpassed for ob- 
servation and understanding of the 
great experiment now being made in 
the former Empire of the Czars. 
The censor has forbidden much and 
changed more of the pictures of 
life in Russia that have been offered 
to the outer world. Now that Mr, 
Spewack has left Russia he is able 
to tell the truth about all that he saw. 


This he has done in these dispatches 


written in Riga while the memory is 
still fresh of the things regarding 
which he was not able to bring out 
a written record.

RIGA, May 12.—‘Half the chil- 
dren of the republic cannot find ad- 


mittance to first-grade schools, and 
only five to six per cent are being 
taught in secondary schools.” 

Such is the official declaration of 
the man who administers education 
in Soviet Russia—Commissary Luna- 
charsky, dilettante dramatist, once 
dilettante Bolshevik, designed for the 
drawing room and thrust by fate into 
the revolutionary kitchen. 

Lunacharsky is tall, 
golden-tongued, and probably the 
most inefficient administrator of 
education “from China to. Peru.” But 
the communists are a family party. 
They are _ revolutionists together. 
are leaders together. The 
more capable get 


soft-eyed, 


He makes up 


for his sins by writing plays in the 
Greek style which last from four to | 


five hours. 

Probably in no other undertaking 
has the Soviet organization floun- 
dered so hopelessly. For in the 
early days of the revolution univer- 
sal education was the hope of every 
idealist in the communist ranks — 
and there were many then. Elab- 
orate children’s homes were opened. 
Schools for the young and adult were 
created by the thousand. 


Ideals Ignered in Poverty. 


But they failed. The new economic | 
policy found the Government with- | 


out money. Ideals were forgotten. 
Schools were closed, teachers dis- 
missed. The figures tell the story: 
In all Russia today, there are only 
public schools and 48.000 
teachers.

of the minor population of Russia. | 


Yet the purely propaganda com- 
munist schools were not closed. 
Communist children are stil] kept ir 
luxurious homes, while Moscow's 
streets are filled with wrinkled-faced 
little beggars of 6 and 7. Commun- 
ist universities were extended, while 
noncommunist students slept in rail- 
road stations and sold their boots to 
buy books. 

A tremendous drive was begun to 
rid the country of “bourgeoisie” 
teachers and professors. Already 
teachers were resigning because sal- 
aries ‘for five and six months were 
owing. Only the best types clung 
to their posts. And these were 
hounded. 

Several score professors in the 
universities of Moscow were exiled 
to Siberia or deported. Question- 
naires were submitted on all cur- 
rent political questions. If the pro- 
fessor did not answer exactly as 
the communists thought he should 
his students discovered someone else 
in his place the next day. 

Exactly the same principle moti- 
vated the communist leaders in these 
cases as in the war on regilion. 
Teachers, under the Marxian psy- 
chology, fréld great potential polit- 
ical influence. They must be either 
for or against cornmvunism. .Just as 


'the Living Church was organized as 


a State supporter, the soviets cre- 
ated the Institute of Red Professors 
to counteract the influence of the 
old scholars.

Lawrence has just finished a tour of 
the western part of the United States 
with President Harding. 


Senator Robert M. La Follette of 
Wisconsin is the real Henry Ford of 
the Western political situation. 

Shrewdly keeping in the back- 
ground at this early date because he 
knows how easy it is to spoil one’s 
chances by premature action, the 
Wisconsin Senator is the man who 
fits in exactly with what the West- 
ern farmers really want. They talk 
is a symbol of their craving, but 
what they want is a La Foliette. 

Take the remarkable victory 
which La Follette won in Wiscon- 
sin last year when he swept the Re- 
publican primaries and then easily 
won the race for re-election. Peo- 
ple wondered at that situation and 
attributed it to all sorts of causes, 
mostly local, mostly La Follette him- 
self. 

But then came the Brookhart epi- 
sode in Iowa, and after that the 
Shipstead victory in Minnesota, and 
in a few days there will be another 
demonstration of La Follette 
strength in the selection of a succes- 
sor to the late Knute Nelson. North 
Dakota worships La Follette. The 
triumph of Lynn Frazier last autumn 
was a La Follette victory. 

Opponents Worrying. 

It is too early, perhaps, for the 
general public to begin thinking of 
what is going to happen in the De- 
cember session of Congress. But 
Senator La Follette has alréady be-' 
gun to do his thinking and his oppo- 
nents have begun to do their worry- 
ing. 

The so-called Republidah major- 
ity in the next Senate will be about 
10. Of this number nearly all are 
radicals of the La Follette type 
who have in common with the old 
Republican party only .the name 
Republican. In the House, La Fol- 
lette has 10 or 11 henchmen from 
Wisconsin who will.hold the balance 
of power because the majority of 
the Republicans has been narrowed 
to a mere hagpdful. 

Under these circumstances, La 
Follette will have the stage to him- 
self for an old-fashioned Bryan-like

appeal. He will be in the Senate 
where avenues of ‘publicity will bée~ 
open to him daily. His war reeord 
is little mentioned nowadays, for 
only proved a boomerang to those 
who emphasized it in Wisconsin. The 
alleged persecution of la Follette 
fer daring to express his own views 
was one of the principal factors In 
his last victory in Wisconsin. 
Would Avoid Liquor Issue. 

La Follette is by no means 8 
“dry.” But he probably would 
avold prohibition as an issue fdér he 
believes other things are more im- 
portant to the West just now. , 

Nor is his voting strength con- 
fined to the West. Large numbers 
of votes in Eastern cities would be 
found in the La Follette column ff, 
his name should be on the ballot.’ 
Many of the foreign-born voters. of 
the Eastern states who sympathize 
with the views held by La Follette 
about the war would bolt the two 
regular party ticketa to help. la 
Follette if he should ruh inde- 
pendently. ; ‘* 

The Farmer-Labor groups of the 
nation would be tempted to throw 
their strength to La- Follette if the 
two major parties nominated- men 
who were known a@ liberal con- 
servatives or even progressives. Rad- 
icalism is on the upgrade “in the 
West. Agricultural discontent is the 
dominant characteristic of the whole 
electorate. That's what gives rise to 
the talk ef Henry Ford, who is 
looked upon as the exponent of agra- 
rian socialism. . 

But Senator La Follette hasn't — 
epened up yet. When he does he 
will supplant Ford and become a fac- 
tor in the Republican race, giving 
Mr. Harding the only real opposition. 

Bull Moosers Back in Fold. 

Senator Hiram Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, Gov. Pinchot of Pennsylvania 
and others identified with the Bull 
Moose party are back in the regular 
fold. Johnson, who is now in Eu-

Undaunted during the drerkeert 
hours of the Syracuse Convention, 
when it appeared Mr. Smith would 
have to accept either the nomination 
for United States Senator with Mr 
Hearst as his running mate for Gov- 
ernor or step out of politics for all 
time, Mrs. Moskowitz held to the 
prediction Mr. Smith would be nom- 
inated. It was she more than any- 
one else who sensed the issues to be 
stressed which resulted in the Gov- 
ernor’s second election by the larg- 
est plurality ever given a candidate 
for State office in New York.

Federal Grand Jury: at Chicago 
Acts on Shipment of 1000 
Cases of Whisky. 


| By the Associated Presa. 
CHICAGO, July 16.—Twenty-two 


men were named in tndictments re- 
ihe Federal grand jury 
here today, charged with conspiracy 
to transport 1000 cases of whisky 
from the Old Grand Rad Distillery at 
Louisville, Ky., in September, 1920. 

Among those named in the indict- 
ments are O. H. Wathen and E. C. 


Kennedy, both of Louleville; W. A. 
Sadler, formerly of Chicago but now 
living in Canada; John J. McLaugh- 
lin and Mathew Weydart of Chicago. 

According to a statement made by 
the United States District Attorney, 
the indictments were returned by 
the June grand jury but were sup- 
pressed in order to apprehend Sad- 
ler. He was brought to Chicago 
last night by revenue agents. 

McLaughlin, according to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's statement, made ap. 
plication for a permit to ship the 
whisky. He failed to get it and a 
| forged permit was used. 7 

Eight hundred jof the cases were 
seized at the railroad yards and al- 
most all of the 200 were taken from 
trucks that had already obtained the 
liquor before the seizure. 

Sadler, according to the indict- 
ment, received $209,000 for his part 
in the deal and McLaughlin $10,000. 
The indictment alleges that the 
liquor was obtained from Wathen 
and Kennedy. 

The remaining men mentioned in 
the indictments are, for the most 
part, drivers of the trucks.

F the light of all the stars were to

We say a star is so 
many “light years” away, basing its 
distance on the time it takes its light 
to reach us. It takes light 100,000 
years and more to reach us from 
some of the farther stars. From some 
of the more distant stars we are just 
now receiving the light that origigal- 
ly emanated from them way back is 
the.stone age—before history, It has 
taken it all these years to reach us.
